THE early Renaissance archlutture in Italy 
■was strong and sfimewhat puritan in ap- 
pearance. 'ITiere wa-; no playfiil or gay decora- 
tion in evidence. The early Fbrentinc palaces— 
which were the first buildings of the Renaissance 
— were dttigncd around courtyards with ar- 
cades at each of their many floor levels. 

All roonis opciiLtl an lo these arcades, as ihert wt rc 
nn imi-niiil rorridofj. ThiX courtyards, it ii irue, 
llgtit ani) gfacL'liil, but the cxtcmal walli of 
ihL- buildings wrrt- rci4just and sDmctintL-j almoH Ei-rrt 
in llicir sticnslh. 

As tbi Rfftiaisiaocc developed, ihesc older ideas 
began to disappiar, and [ly 1.^50 the great Italian 
architect Aiidrcn PailadiD dared to liuild arcade* 
and colonnades on diu autsides of his houics Loatesd 
uf uronnd the insiders of secluded walled-in counyards. 

The PalazM Chiericad, near Vic«nra, in northern 
Ilal^, for thi* re^on is lighter arnl morr chenrful 
[han tarlier pdlaces. 

More fancilul ornament, [uo, began to play its 
part, allhcn^h ihe uni^ and fi]?ure.s al^ve the rooftop 
.lecm 10 give a restless and unsaLisfaclnry finish lo the 
building, which would, quite ciintcii'ably, he better 
M'jihoui them. 

PatJadio was meticuloui in copying antique Rtjman 
niudeh for the general mau of' his buildings ;ind 
for the windows and cuhinviu.

Like many archilects of iJie Renaissance, I'alladio 
wrote a book on arciiitcclimj, and this was ui feave 
ircnienduus inllucnec in other countries. So popular 
did I'alladio's wort heeoine thai some other cnunlrics, 
nutably England, were not avcr.i;c to copying his 
bulTdin^^ eAacdy. 

lie wan so much the leader of architerrural fashion 
that no one thnugiit iL odd diat his designs should 
be slalen in this way. Nor need this surprise us, fur 
his ardiitcflural ahililiej Lirrcaied tJie splendor of 
biiildinj;] of the day, gave greater play of light and 
ehade lo Ihcm, and made Ihem more altraetive. 



He was a most versatile deaigncr who not only 
planned ornate palace* but built bridges, churthei, 
and theatres of great beauty — even deaigaing the 
jlage seriiflgs For the theatres as well. 

Besides studying antiqutz Rc>man buildings, ai all 
Renaissance architecu seeined to do, Paliadio actually 
restored aid Riimaii theatres and hrou^t them baci 
into use af^er hundredn of year^ of decay. 

Other buildings, too, he brought up to the standatdi 
people tben required by putting new Renaifisance 
fronts on to okter Gothic tiuildinss. 

It was this admiration for Classical work which 
irupiri'd itiin la ujle pure, coriect Roman columns 
a[ the Pala;cia Chlerieaii, which renuini tu ihu day 
as one of the hnesl examplca of the revived Roman 
arcliiteclure.
